The House yesterday passed bills 
authorizing the acquisition of all 
outstanding property in the Capital 
Plaza project and considerably 
modifying the Borland paving as- 
sessment law. 

It also passed measures, already 
passed by the Senate, transferring 
a portion of Anacostia park to the 
jurisdiction of the Botanic Gar- 
dens to be used for a tree nursery; 
incorporating the organization now 
known as the Trustees of St. 
Joseph’s orphanage; transferring 
from the jurisdiction of the director 
of public buildings and parks to the 
District commissioners the District 
sewerage property known as reser- 
yation 248. and authorizing the 
erection at the bureau of standards 
of a power plant at a cost not to 
exceed $200,000. It also passed the 
House bill to change the name of 
Dent place northwest between 
Fourty-fourth street and Foxall 
road, to Greenwich parkway. 


20 Years of Relief. 


The measure modifying the Bor- 
land law, sponsored by Chairman 
ZihiIman of the House District com- 
mittee, and which now goes to the 
Senate, provides that abutting prop- 
erty owners shall not be charged 
for street resurfacing for a period 
of 20 years. At present the abut- 
ting property owners aside from be- 
ing taxed for the original surfacing. 
also have to share part of the ex- 
pense of resurfacing. 
There has been considerable agi- 
tation to relieve them from any ex- 
pense of resurfacing at all, but be- 
cause of the sentiment that some 
other means of returning this reve- 
nue would have to be first evolved, 
Mr. Zihlman confined his efforts at 
present to relieving them for 20 
years after the original surfacing 
has been laid. 
The action by the House meant 
final passage of the Capitol plaza 
measure. It was sponsored by 
Chairman Elliot, of the House pub- 
lic buildings and grounds commit- 
tee, and now goes to the President. 

The bill, which was passed by a 
vote of 202 to 67, reappropriates 
$1,800,000 for the acquisition of 
property lying between the Capitol 
and Union Station and embraced in 
the proposed beauty expanse which 
is to take the place of the build- 
ings now there. Aside from the 
$1,800,000, it authorizes such fur- 
ther appropriations as may be nec- 
essary to acquire the outstanding 
property. 

Hotels Not to Go Yet. 


It means the beginning of the 
end of the Government hotels, as 
it is the plan of the Capitol grounds 
enlargement commission, composed 
of the presiding officers of the 
Senate and House, and David G. 
Lynn, Capitol architect, to proceed 
with their program promptly. The 
‘hotels are not likely to be disturbed 
for a year or two, or possibly long- 
er, however, as the bill provides 
only for the acquisition of the out- 
standing property. 

More funds will have to be au- 
thorized after the property is ac- 
quired for the improvements, which 
it is planned to make, one of which 
is to be the cutting of a wide thor- 
oughfare directly from the Capitol 
to Union stafion. No action toward 
razing the hotels would come, it 
was explained, until the improve- 
ments are begun. 

As a matter of fact, the passage 
of the bill insures the hotels a tem- 
porary security, whereas the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad had threaet- 
ened to dispossess them immediate- 
ly if the government did not take 
some steps toward acquisition of 
the property.

Maas Apparently Has Defeated Keller for G. O. P.

St. Paul, Minn., June 21 (By A. 
P.).—Melvin J. Maas, prohibition 
modification advocate, apparently 
has defeated Representative Oscar 
E. Keller for the Republican nomi- 
nation to Congress from the Fourth 
district (St. Paul), in today’s pri- 
mary. Represeutative Keller, serv- 
ing hig fourth term, ran third, re- 
turns from nearly half the precincts 
in the district showed. 

Fred A. Snyder the “dry’”’ candi- 
date, was running second. When 
100 of the districts’ 226 precincts 
had reported, Maas had 6,719. 
Snyder 3,395 and Keller 2,701. 
Maas had maintained this ratio of 
lead almost from the start. Maas 
is 28 years old. 

Returns from the other congres- 
sional contests were too meager to- 
night to indicate the outcome. 

Gov. Theodore Christianson was 
far ahead of Mayor George E. 
Leach, of Minneapolis, for the Re- 
publican gubernatorial nomination. 
Returns from 289 precincts out of 
3,589 gave Christianson 28,507 and 
Leach 14,921. 

Magnus Johnson, former Farmer- 
Labor United States senator, and 
Tom Davis, of Minneapolis, were 
running close for the Farmer-Labor 
party gubernatorial nomination. 
Returns from 241 precincts gave 
Davis 5,827 and Johnson 6,709. 

Six of the State’s ten representa- 
tives in the national House were un- 
opposed. 


Portland, Me., June 21 (By A.

DESPITE SURPLUSES, 
COOLIDGE DECLARES 


Federal Organization Is 
Told Further Drop 
Not Warranted. 


$390,000,000 SAVING 
ESTIMATED THIS YEAR 


President Urges Continuation 
of Economy Program in 
Affairs of Government. 


WOULD HAVE STATES 
KEEP STEP witht PLAN 


Chief ceihealien: ia More 
Reductions in Personnel 
of Departments. 


Demanding continued practice of 
the most rigid economy, President 
Coolidge last night pointed out that 
although the next two fiscal years 
will end with surpluses there is no 
immediate prospect of further tax 
reduction. 


The administration's financial 
policies were outlined in addresses 
by the President and Brig. Gen. Her- 
bert M. Lord, director of the bureau 
of the budget, as the eleventh meet- 
ing of the business organization of 
the government, held in Memorial 
Continental hall. 

The estimated surplus for the 
current fiscal year, the President 
said, was $390,000,000 and for the 
next year, $185,000,.000. The sur- 
plus for the following year was esti- 
mated at $20,000,000.

No Reduction in View. 

“It would be unfortunate to raise 
hopes of further tax relief until we 
are sure that the state of our 
finances justifies it,”’ the President 
declared. ‘‘There is no such surety . 
today.”’

He suggested 
no immediate drastic cut, but pre 
posed employment of the simple de- 
vice of not filling all the vacancieg 
that occur. In this connection, Gen, 
Lord declared that an attempt 
would be made during the next fis- 
cal year to reduce governmental 
forces by at least 2 per cent.

The text of President Coolidze’s 
address to the bureau chiefs fol- 
lows: 

Members of the Government's 
Business organization: 

The more these business meetings 
of the United States government in- 
crease in number, the more I am im- 
pressed with their surpassing im- 
portance. They are held for the 
purpose of discussing the financial] 
affairs of one of the greatest bust- 
ness institutions in the world. Pri- 
marily, we consider the corporate 
welfare of the Federal government, 
but that is not the ultimate object. 
The real purpose for which we are 
assembled is to discuss plans and 
adopt policies which will affect in 
their actual daily life the welfare, 
progress, and prosperity of 117,- 
000,000 people. 

What we do here reaches into 
every home in the land. It determ- 
ines whether the taxgatherer -is 
going to require more money 
from the head of the household to

In U. S.at High Point

Consumption of milk in fluid 
form reached the highest point in 


the nation’s history last year with a 
total quantity estimated at 64,326,- 


000,000 pounds including cream, an 


increase of 1,554,000,000 pounds 
over 1924, the Department of Agri- 
culture yesterday announced. 

Per capita consumption was esti- 
mated at 1.20 pints aday. Increase 
was shown in most of the larger cit- 
ies. The estimates were based on 
surveys and reports from municipal 
boards of health in 450 cities having 
a total population of 39,158,576. 
Cities of Atlantic coast States, in- 
cluding the District of Columbia, 
had the largest per capita consump- 
tion of milk, not including cream, 
with 1.05 pints: Western States’ 
cities, 1.01 pints, centra] States’ cit- 
ies, 0.9 pints and 14 Southern 
States’ cities, 0.6 pints.

‘STRAIGHTENING SOUGHT 
FOR BRENTWOOD ROAD 


Dahigren Terrace. Citizens 
Want Street to Follow 
Route on ' Map. 


WOULD AVOID CUT LATER 


An effort to have Brentwood road 
straightened to conform to its posi- 
tion on the street map is being made 
by a committee of the Dahlgren Ter- 
race Citizens association, Lewis 
Radcliffe, president of the associa- 


tion, said yesterday. 

The present course of the road, 
Mr. Radcliffe said, follows a bend 
for about a quarter of a mile on the 
south side of Rhode Island avenue 
right along the border of developed 
property. If the road followed the 
route allocated it on the map, he 
said, it would move into undevel- 
oped property. He declared, how- 
ever, that the map calls for a 
Straight road whereas the present 
road is crooked. 

The chief objection of citizens, ac- 
cording to Mr. Radcliffe, is not the 
crookedness of the road, s0 much as 
the fact that its present position will 
necessitate a cut which will leave 
the abutting houses “high in the 
air.”’ The cut will have to be made, 
he said, when the road is improved 
in order to bring its level into some 
conformity with Rhode Island ave- 
nue, with which it intersects at that 
point. The route given the road by 
the map would not necessitate this 
cut, Mr. Radcliffe stated. 

The citizens are opposed in their 
efforts, he avowed, by the owners 
of the undeveloped property, who 
wish to keep the property intact. 
The committee, headed by William 
Blount, was appointed at a recent 
meeting of the association. 

At the same time the committee 
is endeavoring to obtain the im- 
provement of Brentwood road in 
order that it may form an artery 
to relieve congestion on Rhode 
Island avenue in this section by 
opening up a greater movement 
over T street bridge. Such im- 
provement, it is said, would provide 
two arteries of travel, whereas 
there is now only one. 

Another matter in the hands of 
the committee is to obtain the re- 
paving of Twelfth street from 
Rhode Island avenue to Monroe 
street.

Strong Efforts to Collect Back 
Taxes Swelling U. S. 
Coffers. 


PUBLIC DEBT REDUCTION 
IS SET AT $835,000,000 


Lowering of Obligation Ex- 
pected in Spite of Increased 
Cost of Government. 


-_—_ 


Exceeding all previous estimates, 
the amount of the surplus of gov- 
ernment receipts over expenditures 
for the fiscal year ending June 30 
was fixed yesterday by Treasury ex- 
perts at $390,000,000. This is 
about $90,000,000 more than here- 
tofore estimated and by no means 
establishes the limit, for Treasury 
officials strongly indicated that if 
tax collections continue to flow into 
the Treasury during the remaining 
days of the month at the rate al- 
ready established the close of the 
year may find the government with 
a surplus of fully $400,000,000 in 
its coffers. 

The situation is viewed with such 
satisfaction at the Treasury that 
officials almost are convinced that 
the further reduction in the Federal 
taxes will be possible in the spring 
of 1928. 

The growth of the estimated sur- 
plus has been brought about by 
greatly increased collections from 
taxes and customs, aided in great 
part by the strong efforts made by 
the internal revenue bureau to 
bring into the Treasury money in 
back taxes which has been owing 
to the government for the past 
two or three years. A considerable

In the performance of your 
daily work your are naturally con- 
cerned with the immediate task 
which confronts you.

But it is the sum to- 
tal of these daily tasks that meaus- 
ures our public efficiency. No task 
is so small that the efforts of its 
performer loses its influence on the 
product of the whole. Individual 
effort brings collective results. 

The effort has been to improve 
the public service by elimination of 
waste and lost motion and by con- 
structive conservation of our re- 
sources. The effort has not been 
to reduce the expenses of the gov- 
ernment at the expense of the pub- 
lic welfare. It has been to reduce 
expenses for the benefit of the pub- 
lic welfare. It has been an effort 
for constructive economy. So long 
as the government remains this 
‘work will not end. That you may 
know the result of your collective 
effort it has been our custom to 
hold these meetings thrice each 
year. 

It was buf nine years ago that the 
Federal government was obliged to 
draft not only the persons but the 
property of the people to meet the 
requirements of the world war. 

It was less than eight years ago 
that this nation faced the host of 
problems arising from military de- 
mobilization of persons and indus- 
try. The intervening period has 
been one of restoration and reha- 
bilitation. It is to ‘these ends that 
our efforts have been directed. 
Much -has been accomplished but 
much remains to be accomplished. 
The orderly management of our af- 
fairs is a perpetual test of our abil-

Big Cut in Public Debt. 


With the surplus fixed at $390. 
000,000, the Treasury announced 
that this also meant a total reduc- 
tion in the outstanding debt during 
the fiscal year of $835,000,000. This 
is the most satisfacfory figure so far 
as debt reduction is concerned that 
the government has been able to 
report since the United States went 
into the war. At the start of the 
present fiscal year, that is, July 1, 
1925, the public debt stood at $20.- 
515,000,000; yesterday’s report by 
the Treasury showed that the total 
debt has been reduced to $19,680.- 
000,000. On June 30, 1921, it was 
$23.977,000,000. 

This reduction 
been effected in spite of the fact 
that expenses of the government 
were about $89,000,000 more in the 
year ending June 30 next than in 
last year. This increase was due 
to greater costs in administration 
of government departments, such 
as the Shipping Board, war finance 
corporation, and others. 

The internal revenue bureau has 
been more than pleased with the 
manner in which income taxes and 
customs duties have been flowing 
into the Treasury. For instance, 
the actual deposits up to the clos- 
ing of business last Saturday at 
noon on account of June collections 
amounted to $372,000,000: last 
year the total for the entire month 
of June was $575,000,000, while 
collections up to June 19 were 
$327,000,000. 


Bank Checks Being Collected. 


It is now believed that when the 
last dey of June of this year arrives 
the t¢ al collections for the month 
wil} .» found to total $435,000,000 
or ¢440,000,000. The basis for this 
estimate is that. last year the sum 
of $48,000,000 was collected after 
June 19 and before June 30. 

Another source which will yield 
additional revenue are bank checks 
which are in process of being col- 
lected through the banks. It is 
estimated the Tréasury has about 
$34,000,000 outstanding in these 
checks which will be paid in when 
the checks are cashed. 

The collection of back taxes has 
been pushed so vigorously by the 
internal revenue bureau that. this 
source of revenue soon will be ex- 
hausted, Treasury officials stated. 
There will also be a slight reduc. 
tion in collections when the capital 
stock tax ceases to be effective.

$89,000,000 Increase, 


We can not anticipate further 


-appreciable reduction in the total 


annual expenditure for the busi- 
ness of the government. Our main 
chance comes in debt reduction. It 
was estimated in the last budget 
that we would spend this year $89,- 
000.000 more than we spent last 
year. That estimate, as shown by 
the returns to date, will prove to 
be substantially correct. But this 
effort to perfect our governmental 
business, to round out the accom- 
plishment of the task on which 
such a notable beginning has been 
made, offers unlimited opportunity 
for economical administration. 
Your best efforts and the continued 
support and cooperation of Con- 
gress will be required to hold our 
expenditures for government busi- 
ness at approximately their present 
level. 

We are not striving to save the 
dollar simply to save it. We are 
not striving to save the dollar at 
the expense of the public service. 
Rather do we approach it from the 
other side and save the dollar for 
the good that it will bring to the 
people whom we serve. We can 
make the dollar purchase more by 
purchasing more wisely. We can 
eventually save money by a justi- 
fied expenditure today which will 
reduce future annual unproductive 
expenditures. 

This is constructive economy. 
Congress has most wisely provided 
a program of constructive economy 
in the two public building laws, 
one for domestic use and one for 
our foreign legations. These 
measures will. eliminate annual 
cost for rentals which bring us no 
future returns. 


Savings for Future. 


The recent act providing for con- 
struction at military posts and sta- 
tions is also a measure of construc- 
tive economy, The funding of our 
public debt at lower rates of in- 
terest has been another notable 
achievement in constructive eco- 
nomy. Every dollar that has been 
applied to the reduction of the debt 
has saved the people of this nation 
and the generations to come at least 
4 cents a year in interest. Keep 
this in mind in your administration 
of public funds. Every dollar that 
you save swells the surplus which 
goes to the further reduction of 
our debt. Thus every saved dollar 
saves at least 4 cents per year in 
interest to the taxpayer. In con- 
sidering immediate projects or re- 
quirements you shoulc have in 
mind their future benefit so that 
the element of possible constructive 
economy in contemplated expendi- 
tures may not be overlooked. 

The budget system prescribed by 
Congress in 1921 coordinated our 
financial requirements, It paved 
the way for the coordination which 
now exists in the government’s 
routine business. We are transact- 
ing our business in a coordinated 
and business way. If we have dup- 
lications or overlapping of depart- 
mental authority we are minimiz- 
ing the possibility of waste in ef- 
fort or expenditure by coordina- 
tion of policy and action. The im- 
provement in the public service is 
apparent and expressive. It is ap- 
parent in the manner in which its 
business is being transacted. It is 
expressive in the lessening require- 
ment of funds for administration. 

The budget system is not the sys- 
tem of any one agency in the Fed- 
eral service. Each of you in the 
public service is an integral and im- 
portant part of this system. Your 
allegiance to it is inseparable from 
your allegiance to the Federal gov- 
ernment. And this includes the ac- 
counting elements of the budget 
system vested in the general ac- 
counting office. The task of the 
comptroller general is a difficult 
one, but his functions are vital to 
the operation of the budget system. 
Your cooperation with the comp- 
troller general is essential. 

As a natural sequence to the law 
adjusting the compensation of 
civilian officers and employes of the 
government the Congress has re- 
cently enacted a law adjusting their 
travel allowances. This law pro- 
vides adequate rates of reimburse- 
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ment for expenses of travel. It does 
justice to both the traveler and ihe 
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‘government. Thé new law takes 
effect July 1, 1926. I wish to di- 
rect your attention particularly. to 
the provision that any increase 
‘deemed necessary to be made in the 
| rates‘of actual expenses or per diem 
allowance under the authority of 
the new law shall not be authorized 
by the heads of departments and 
establishments to the extent of in- 
curring a deficiency in appropria- 
tions during the fiscal year 1927. 


Recounts Achievements. 


At this eleventh meeting of the 
business organization of the gov- 
ernment, it is proper to recount 
briefly the accomplishments of 
these last five years in which your 
efforts have played such a material 
part. It is for this purpose and to 
define plans for the immediate fu- 
ture that we hold these confer- 
ences. 

On June 30, 1921, the public debt 
amounted to $23,977,000,000, carry- 
ing an annual interest charge of 
$1,018,000,000. At the close of this 
year the debt will stand at approxi- 
mately $19,680,000,000, with an in- 
terest charge of $806,000,000. This 
shows since 1921 a reduction of 
nearly $4,250,000,000 in the princi- 
pal of the debt and nearly $212,000,- 
000 in annual interest. Our expendi- 
ture, which for the fiscal year 1921 
amounted to $5,538,000,000, will ap- 
proximate for the current year $3,- 
620,000,000, a reduction of nearly 
$2,000,000,000. Taxation has been 
reduced from $54.14 per capita to 
$27.28. This does not take into con- 
sideration the revenue act of last 
March. . 


While these figures speak for 
themselves their real import lies in 
the influence which these reductions 
have had on the welfare and pros- 
perity of the people. This influence 
goes far beyond the material reduc- 
tions I have mentioned. It reaches 
into every phase of the daily lives of 
the people. There are more of the 
necessaries, conveniences, and lux- 
uries in the homes of the people, in 
the city and in the open country, be- 
cause the government has let the 
people have more of the money they 
earn for themselves instead of tak- 
| ing so much from them in taxes.

Three Tax Reductions. 


Since the commencement of the 
| fiscal year 1921 there have been 
three substantial reductions in 
taxes. The benefit of this joint ex- 
ecutive and legislative effort to re- 
duce Federal expenditure 


ple. At 
it was my privilege to state that 
the financial condition of the gov- 
ernment warranted further tax re- 
duction. That forecast has been 
realized in the revenue act of 1926. 
The large tax receipts of March 15 
last show clearly that the country 
anticipated a reduction in tax 
rates. Individuals who had undis- 
tributed profits in securities and in- 
vestments took their profit under 
the expected reduction of the sur- 
tax rate. It was this same antici- 
pation of tax reduction that 
prompted investment in productive 
business of capital which would 
otherwise have gone into tax-ex- 


empt securities. The great increase 
in revenue was due in large meas- 
ure to the unusual prosperity in the 
year 1925, but the confident expec- 
tation of a reduction in rates was 
an important factor in this revenue 
increase. 


The 1926 act relieved some 2,- 
000,000 people from paying any di- 
rect tax and reduced the tax burden 
of all other taxpayers. General 
prosperity is the aggregate of the 
individual prosperity of our citi- 
zens. To permit the people to re- 
tain more of their own earnings is 
to increase their savings and pur- 
chasing capacity, which assures 
prosperity. In 1921 the income tax 
of a married person with no de- 
pendents and a total net income of 
$3,000 from salary was $60: in 
1923 it was $7.50; in 1926 it #% 
nothing. For a single person with 


aan income of $3,000 from salary 


in 1921 the income tax was $120; 
in 1923 it was $22.50; while in 
1926 it is only $16.88. 

Miscellaneous war taxes were 
also materially reduced. These 
taxes were levied under more than 
50 categories, which are now re- 
duced to five. This removes in 
large measure the so-called nui- 
sance taxes which have been found 
so irritating to everyone. The rev- 
enue from these taxes is reduced 
by about $275,000,000, and there 
are no compensating increases as 
in the case of the income and profits 
taxes. 


Incorporated business has been 
benefited directly as well as indi- 
rectly by the repeal of that tax 
based upon the value of the capital 
stock of the corporation. Many 
concerns with not one dollar of 
profit were obliged to pay a large 
tax. This was unfair, as the abiiity 
of a corporation to pay depends 
upon its profits. Fully 40 per cent 
of the corporations making income- 
tax returns have no profits or tax- 
able incomes, but under the old law 
they were obliged to pay. 

What the complete result of the 
1926 tax law will be is still a mat- 
ter of estimate. The correctness of 
the theory that reduction of tax 
rates economically applied will 
stimulate business, and thereby in- 
crease taxable revenue; {s being 
demonstrated. To what point fur- 
ther reduction ‘may. be carried can 
not be stated until the new tax law 
has had sufficient opportunity to 
becoine fully effective, and experi- 
ence has shown what revenue it 
will produce. 

The question is on the lips of 
many as to whether there is pros- 
pect of another tax reduction jn the 
near future. I think the answer to 
this question should be delayed 
until we know definitely the reve- 
nué-producing ability of the present 
revenue act. The estimate today 
is that we will close the current 
fiscal year with a surplus of about 
$390,000,000, This can not be 
safely considered as an indication 
of what revenue the present law 
will give. Our revenue this year

cludes about $350,000,000 of back 
taxes, most of which accrued in 
years prior to 1920. We do not 
anticipate such accrual of back 
taxes in the future. Rather will 
they materially diminish and reach 
an estimated total of only about 
$100,000,000 in 1928. iz 

It would be Unfortunate to raise 
hopes of further tax relief until we 
are sure that the state of our 
finances justifies it. There is no 
such surety today. Business was

The survey which has 
been made of our requirements in- 
dicates the possibility of reaching a 
minimum of $3,600,000,000 in our 
expenditures next year. This will 
be our objective. For the coming 
fiscal year the estimates indicate 
that we will have a margin of $185,- 
000,000 of revenues over expendi- 
tures if the latter do not exceed 
the figure I have stated.

When we face the future too san- 
guine as to available funds, we 
court disaster if the prophecy be 
erroneous. We face no such dis- 
aster if we err on the other side 
and view with conservative eye our 
financial outlook. 

I have spoken to you often on the 
subject of personnel. Our salary and 
wage expenditure is the most costly 
single item of the budget. While the 
Post Office Department has neces- 
sarily had to increase its personnel 
with its growth of business, we 
have been decreasing personnel else- 
where. It is very easy to have too 
many people on the pay roll. The re- 
ductions which have been made in 
personnel show no detrimental effect 
upon our results. Rather has _ it 
seemed to improve the efficiency of 
the service. 1 am encouraged in the 
thought that we can have further re- 
duction of personnel without dis- 
charging a single person, by the sim- 
ple device of not filling all the vacan- 
cies that occur. This would not op- 
erate in the summary separation of 
anyone from the Federal service. 
General Lord will outline to you a 
plan to carry thjs into effect, which 
has my approval. 

No doubt what has been accom- 
plished by the Federal government 
has served as an inspiration to some 
local political units in reducing 
their governmental costs, but it is 
not disclosed by the aggregate for 
all of them. From 1921 to 1925 
the Federal government reduced ex- 
penditures more than two billions of 
dollars. The same period showed 
an increase of more than four bil- 
lions of dollars in Sate, county, mu- 
nicipal, and other governmental ex- 
penditures. In 1921, when the cost 
of all government in this country 
was approximately nine and one- 
half billions of dollars, Federal ex- 
penditures constituted nearly 60 per 
cent of the total. In 1925 the cost 
of all government increased to more 
than eleven and a half billions, of 
which only 27 per cent is repre- 
sented by Federal expenditure. 

The answer to this reduction of 
33 per cent in the Federal share of 
all governmental costs is not that 
we are performing less service for 
the people or neglecting our physi- 
cal plant. The real answer is that 
we have so far put our house in or- 
der as to decrease our demands 
upon the people and to give them 
more efficient government at less 
cost. The local governments, like 
the Federal government, have no 
moneys which they do not take from 
the people. To meet an increase of 
more than one billion dollars a year 
for four years in the expenditures 
by the States and their political 
subdivisions there must have been 
a corresponding increase in levies 
upon the people or in bonded in- 
debtedness. 

‘There is cause for concern in this 
situation. It is fraught with grave 
consequences to the public welfare. 
The Federal government has de- 
creased its tost by practicing the 
homely virtue of thrift. This has 
not been an easy task. It has re- 
quired cooperative effort and sacri- 
fice in every direction. If the in- 
terests of the people demanded this 
action on the part of the Federal 
government, surely they would 
seem to demand similar action with 
regard to the increase in these 
other local governmental costs. 

This suggestion is not meant as 
a criticsm of the officers of our 
local governments. It is rather a 
statement of fact.. It shows how 
hard it is in these times to reduc 
the costs, taxes, and debts of goy- 
ernmens. But it can be done if the

‘This 
maneuver was resorted to in an ef- | 
fort to save the bill, as not more | 
than 40 senators were willing, its 
sponsors conceded, to support it in 
its original form. 

Proponents said they had ‘“‘hope 
of getting the bill passed,’’ while 
the opposition, unperturbed over 
the negotiations, expressed confi- 
dence that the measure would be 
defeated by a good margin. 

In the face of the Senate develop- 
ments, the House agricultural com- 
mittee adjourned until next Decem- 
ber, instructing its chairman, how- 
ever, to call a session if the Senate 
should pass the bill. 

In the Senate the first amend-| 
ment adopted was offered by Sena- | 
tor Willis, Republican, Ohio. It} 
would require a general audit of| 
the accounts of the farm board, | 
which would be created.

NO ADJOURNMENT IN SIGHT. * 


The House of Representatives yesterday re- 
fused to pass the resolution providing for ad- 
journment of Congress on June 30. A combi- 
nation of supporters of the rivers and harbors 
bill and farm relief legislation *was suffi- 
cient to postpone indefinitely the proposal to 
adjourn. 

The rivers and harbors bill, passed by the 
House, is in committee in the Senate. Farm 
relief is under discussion in the Senate. 

Miracles have often happened in Congress in 
the breaking of deadlocks, and therefore it 
would be injudicious to predict that Congress 
will adjourn before enacting river and harbor 
and farm relief legislation acceptable to every- 
body concerned. But the present situation 
does not encourage the hope that the two 
houses will agree upon farm relief legislation, 
even if the Senate should pass the McNary- 
Haugen bill, for the House has already given 
its adverse verdict upon the underlying prin- 
ciple of the bill. 

The rivers and harbors bill might be so 
amended as to pass both houses, but inasmuch 
as it carries $165,000,000 it should be post- 
poned until the next session. Let us have a

The internal revenue bureau reports that 
tax receipts for May, 1926, total $106,150,- 
165, as compared with $100,862,147 for May, 
1925—an increase of $5,288,018.

The letter, purported to have been written 
by Mr. Green, was an indorsement of the can- 
didacy of George F. Fisher for the guberna- 
torial nomination and was widely circulated 
in the interest of the Pepper-Fisher ticket. 
But no one seems to be willing to stand spon- 
sor for the epistle. Inasmuch as it failed to 
aid the ticket in the interest of which it was 
sent out, Col. Eric Fisher Wood, chairman of 
the Pepper-Fisher organization of Allegheny 
county, comes out with the suggestion that it 
was faked for the purpose of accomplishing 
the very reverse of its ostensible purpose. 

Col. Wood has a precedent to which he can 
point for the explanation of his apparently 
paradoxical suggestion. During the presiden- 
tial campaign of 1888 a sensation was created 
by the publication of a letter written by Sir 
Lionel Sackville-West, then the Minister from 
Great Britain to Washington, in which that 
‘diplomat fell into a trap. A man who _ de- 
scribed himself as a British-American named 
Murchison asked the Minister’s advice. He 
wanted to vote for the candidate for President 
whose election would be the most advanta- 
geous to Great Britain. Sir Lionel guardedly 
suggested that the former Britisher might vote 
for the reelection of Mr. Cleveland to secure 
that object. The recipient of the letter called 
himself Murchison, but that was evidently 
just a name of convenience, as no one named 
Murchison could ever be found among the 
patrons of the postoffice to which the Sackville- 
West letter was forwarded. But the letter was 
used as a campaign document by the Repub- 
licans, and was most emphatically resented by 
President Cleveland and the Democratic party 
managers. President Cleveland acted promptly. 
Sir Lionel Sackville-West received his pass- 
ports and ceased to be the Minister of Great 
Britain, forthwith. 

Possibly Col. Wood may recall the incident 
of the Murchison letter and it may be that the 
remembrance of that letter suggested to his 
mind the possibility that some of the enemies 
of the Pepper-Fisher ticket had torn out a 
page of the history of the campaign of ’'88 
and had used the idea successfully in Penn- 
sylvania in 1926.

Not infrequently words of wisdom come from 
the lips of a conservative Democrat; but will 
the radical portion of the party heed them?

automatic train control on 75 miles 
|of its lines between Baltimore and 
Harrisburg. There are yet 83 miles 
to be equipped. under an order of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, before July 18. 
the work will be finished in time. 
This is the only part of the Pennsyl- 
vania system that has been 
equipped. 

It has been proved that automatic 
train control is practical. Why, 
'then, should a great and profitable 
railroad like the Pennsylvania 
neglect to surround its passengers 
with every” possible safeguard 
against accident and death? It has 
had plenty of time. Many people 
would like to know. There is no 
possible excuse for such an accident 
as that which occurred last week.

DISCOVERIES ABOUT EGGS. 

HERE are some newly discov- 

ered factg about eggs which 

are of practical importance. 

There is no better food than a fresh 


'} egg, laid by a healthy hen, living 


out of doors in the sunlight, and 
eating grain and vegetables grown 
in the sunlight and open air. That 
sounds like a good many qualifica- 
tions, does it not? 


But there is scientific basis for 
them. Recently we wrote of a 
scientist who had found tubercle in 
hens’ eggs. Manville tells us that 
the eggs laid in the spring contain 
more vitamins than those laid in 
the winter. The winter eggs he had 
in mind were those laid by hens 
kept indoors and receiving too little 
light. Other experimenters have 
proved that the eggs laid by hens 
kept indoors are all right, provided 
the hens are exposed to the light 
from quartz lamps. 

Another discovery made by Man- 
ville is that the eggs laid by hens 
fed on lettuce grown in the garden 
contain more vitamin than those 
Jaid by hens fed on hothouse let- 
tuce. 

People want eggs most in winter 
time, when the vitamin-rich foods 
are scarcest. If winter eggs are 


»low in vitamin, what is the best 


way to keep the vitamin rich spring 
eggs until winter? Manville de- 
cides in favor of freezing. 

He found frozen eggs rather rich 
in vitamin after they had been kept 
in storage nine. years. In storage 
of frozen eggs for twelve to 
eighteen months he found the vita- 
min content had decreased less than 
one half. The decrease in this con- 
tent in eggs preserved by dipping 
in water glass was just one half. The 
least satisfactory method of storing 
Was ordinary cold storage, at a 
higher temperature than freezing — 
the prevailing cold storage practice. 
Such eggs had only one-fourth as 
much vitamin as they started out 
with. He found that frozen egg 
yellow, as it was found under mar- 
ket conditions, was rich in vitamin, 
provided the yolks were rich in 
vitamin when they were frozen. 

Some people can not digest the 
best eggs. In some an egg diet 
causes hives. But given good eggs 
in good condition, the food values, 
mineral, protein energy and vitamin 
values are high enough to make 
eggs rank with milk.

THE SERVANT COMPLEX.

T doesn’t speak particularly well 
for us as a nation to say that 
Americans make poor servants. 

The strange complex that we have 
against it' seems to come from a 


« misunderstanding of what does and 


does not degrade the individual. 
Private service is a perfectly digni- 
fied mode of making a living if the 
person who adopts it is dignified. 
“But a footman wears a livery,” 
cries some bumptious young man, 
‘and I wouldn’t demean myself to 
do that.’’ So does a car conductor 
wear the company’s livery; so does 
a policeman wear the city’s livery; 
so does a soldier wear the nation’s 


s- livery, and without question, too. 


How does a household’s livery de- 
mean a@ Man or woman? The an- 
swer is that it doesn’t. They, by 
their attitude and behavior, may 
bring it into disrepute, as they 
might bring. any other uniform, but 
a well-mannered, quiet, self-respect- 
ing servant is the inferior of no one 
in any service. 

We are all the servants of some 
one or something, and ‘household 
servants, with their lodging, their 
food, their clothes, their compan- 
ionship all provided for them, seem 
on the whole in a better position 
than the men and women behind 
counters, let alone the factory 
workers, whom in this country, we 
declare we would rather be. Even 
servants’ time, today, is more their 
own. 

Older and wiser nations than ours 
recognize dignity in service, and do 
not think that carelessness or rude- 
ness /proves the individual to be su- 
perior to his situation. Courtesy 
18 common sense in conduct, so is 
consideration, and if these fail, 
courage; which“’applies to those in 
public as well as private service; 
and their employers, also.

PROTECTION AGAINST CONTA- 
GION, 

V. B. writes: In reading your col- 
umn recently you said babies less 
than 1 year of age and at the 
breast do not have measles. My sec- 
ond boy was breast fed, and at 5 
months was ill with measles. Last 
summer the children had whooping 
cough and my 6-month-old baby 
took it, but being breast fed saved 
his life. I have four children and 
breast fed them all, but I find it 
doesn’t keep them from catching 
what’s going around. 

REPLY. 

The very extensive experience of 
many men with many thousands of 
children shows that breast feeding 
protects against contagion. How- 
ever, there are many exceptions. 
For instance, statistics prove that 
breast-fed babies rarely have meas- 
les; but the same statistics show 
that if the mother never had meas- 
les her breast-fed baby may catch 
the disease. 

Breast feeding is not so protec- 
tive against whooping cough as it 
is against measles. 

It is also to be remembered that 
the bacteria of scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, septic sore throat, typhoid, 
and tuberculosis may be found in 
raw cows’ milk. 


COMPUTING BLOOD PRESSURE: 
REDUCING IT. 

Biologist writes: 

1. What are the known causes, 
if any, of high blood pressure? 

2. Is the general rule 100 plus 
age of patient correct? 

3. I am 64 and have 165 blood 
pressure. Is that too high? 

4. Are there general remedial 
measures, such as abstinence from 
eating meat, drinking coffee, etc., 
which are effective in reducing 
pressure? 

REPLY. 

1. Keeping in the clinical field, 
we say there are several causes of 
high blood pressure. Among them 
are: Syphilis, lead poisoning, heart 
and kidney disease, obesity, con- 
stipation, overeating, emotional re- 
actions, excessive coffee and tea 
drinking, and a high protein diet. 

2. Only fairly so. There are bet- 
ter rough and ready rules; 120 
plus one-half the years in excess 
of 20 is a better one. But it gives 
a figure that is generally about 5 
to 10 per cent too high. 

3. I think it is. 

4. There is cCagpsiderable' con- 
troversy over the diet question. 
Some say restriction of meat eat- 
ing has been overworked. The im- 
portant questions for you to de- 
cide are: Have you kidney disease? 
Have you retinitis? If these are ab- 
sent you should be able to accom- 
plish a great deal by diet. If either 
or both are present, you will be 
less successful. Let your diet be 
based largely on your weight. If 
you are obese eat a reducing diet. 
This contains less starchy, sweet 
and fat foods and more lean meats. 
If you are not overweight, eat spar- 
ingly of meats. Overcome consti- 
pation; drink much sour milk; go 
light on coffee.

MRS. HIBBARD IN SUPPORT 


Romaine Callender steps to .the 
front this week at the National 
Theater in a role made famous by 
John Louis Bartels, who leaped to 
theatrical fame by a deft characteri- 
zation of George Kelly's brain child, 
Aubrey Piper, the know-it-all type, 
in ‘“‘The Show Off.”’

Damascus, June 21 (By A. P.). 


‘ Damascus, ancient Moslem capital 


of Syria and holy city of the Near 
East, has become a fortress echo- 
ing daily to the French bombard- 
ment of dissident tribesmen, who 
have held the outlying gardens for 
the past six months. 

Besieged from without by dissi- 
d@nt Druses, the city is also barri- 


caded and guarded within to main- 
tain order among the inhabitants 
themselves. 

Three rows of barbed wire 
blockhouses, dugouts bristling with 
machine guns and artillery en- 
circling the heart of the city, have 
kept the dissidents from storming 
the historic capital. Relative calm 
has been maintained among the re- 
bellious elements within the city 
by barricades, barbed wire entan- 
glements and piled-up sandbags at 
every important street corner, com- 
manding every square in the cen- 
ter of the city to within 100 yards 
of the French general staff head- 
quarters. 


Villages Bombed Daily. 


Bombardments occur daily and 
nightly of the villages in the gar- 
dens in the immediate vicinity of 
the wall of Damascus, where the 
dissidents, who number between 
1,200 and 2,000, Gre concentrated. 
Airplanes and artillery are used 
steadily. 

During the night of June 15 
about 300 shells were fired between 
midnight and daybreak. Intermit- 
tent fire continued during the six- 
teenth and the bombardment was 
resumed with extra violence on the 
night of the sixteenth. 

On the morning of the eighteenth, 
French airplanes bombarded the 
villages and gardens uninterrrpt- 
edly from 5 o’clock until 7:30, 
dropping tons of high explosives. 
Later artillery batteries took up the 
fire for a solid hour, shelling a vil- 
lage less than a mile outside the 
walls. 

A. correspondent for the Asso- 
ciated Press stood on the slopes of 
Djebel Kassioum mountain, over- 
looking Damascus from the north, 
and with the aid of field glasses saw 
the shells explode, kicking up great 
clotids of dust, wreckage and frag- 
ments of mud huts. One airplane 
torpedo, especially, made a clean hit, 
apparently in the center of the vil- 
lage of Joubax, where the corre- 
spondent could see human beings, 
like small insects, scampering for 
cover.

It will be seen that for a 
compromise this proposal was ex- 
orbitant, as it appeared to be con- 
sidered by the mediator, and it thus 
remained only as evidence of Peru’s 
irreconcilable stand to frustrate 
also the good offices. No other 
character had Peru’s proposal to 
give Bolivia a corridor south of 
Arica.”’

Chilean Says New Offer 
Frastrated by Break-Up 


Indefinite postponement of the 
Tacna-Ariea plebiscitary commis- 
sion’s work came at a time when 
Chile was preparing to offer a new 
basis for settlement of the 40-year- 
old dispute, according to Don Ar- 
turo Alessandri, former president of 
Chile, who is visiting ‘here. 

The Chilean proposal, Senor Ales- 
sandri said, was that Bolivia be 
given a strip, which would end at 
Caleta de Palos, thus giving it out- 
let to the ocean, and that the part 
north of the strip be given Peru and 
the part south to Chile. The Peru- 
vian part would include the richer 
agricultural valleys and the city of 
Tacna. 

Senor Alessandri said Chile was 
about to make this proposal con- 
trary to the unanimous sentiment of 
its people. 

The Chilean position has been 
placed before Senator Borah, chair- 
man of the Senate foreign relations 
committee, by Senor Alessandri. 

Senor Alessandri is much per- 
turbed at press reports last week 
of his declaration hgre that Chile 
had not met with fairness and jus- 
tice at the hands of the United 
States. He is of the opinion that 
what he said in Spanish had been 
badly translated with resulting 
wrong conclusions and impressions. 
He, therefore, with some reluctance 
agreed to be interviewed -by The 
Post, and gave a signed copy of an 
approved translation of the steno- 
graphic report of what he had said 
in Spanish. 

At the outset Senor Alessandri 
emphasized the fact that he was 
speaking unofficially and without 
the knowledge of either the Chilean 
Ambassador or the agent of Chile 
before the arbitrator.

Canada’s Parliament 
Asks Voice in Pacts 


Ottawa, Ont., June 21 (By A. P.) 
Premier Mackenzie King introduced 
a motion in the house of commons 
today, which the house approved, 
‘setting forth that: “Before his 
majesty’s Canadian ministers ad- 
vise ratification of a treaty, or con- 
vention affecting Canada, or signify 
acceptance of any treaty, conven- 
tion or agreement involving mili- 
tary or economic sanctions, the ap- 
proval of the parliament of Canada 
should be secured.”’

Accounting Neglected. 


Mrs. Maud K. Seymour, who has 
been with the W. C. T. U., made the 
charge during the campaign that 
she could not get an accounting of 
what had happened to this dry 
fund. She likewise charged that 
Gov. Pinchot had written to 
the county presidents of the W C. 
T. U., and asked them to open 
Pinchot headquarters in their own 
headquarters in each county and to 
employ stenographers &c., and 
charge the expense up to the gov- 
ernor. 

Mrs. Seymour, when she took the 
stand, was particularly resentful of 
this action of Gov. Pinchot, 
which she said was tantamount to 
turning the W. C. T. U. into a po- 
litical organization. 

According to Mrs. Seymour’s 
testimony, Gov. Pinchot asked the 
legislature to appropriate $250,000 
for prohibition enforcement and 
the State legislature refused to give 
it to him. The W. C. T. U. then 
was asked to raise this amount for 
the governor. 


Asked W. C. T. U. Support. 


When the campaign started, the 
witness continued, Gov. Pinchot 
wrote to the president of the W. C. 
T. U. asking for their support. 

“We wrote a letter saying how 
sorry we were we couldn’t support 
him,’”’ continued Mrs. Seymour, 
‘‘but the next day the governor 
came out with a statement that he 
had the support of 50,000 mem- 
bers of the W. C. T. U. That was 
not true.’’ 

When Senator Reed asked for ua 
copy of this letter, Mrs. Seymour 
said Mrs. Ella M. George, president 
of the State organization, had it, 
and Mrs. George was then called to 
the stand and sat beside Mrs. Sey- 
mour, facing the committee. Mrs. 
George soon made it clear that she 
did not agree with the position 
taken by Mrs. Seymour. The for- 
mer supported Pinchot and the lat- 
ter supported Pepper. Occasion- 
ally, Mrs. George asked permission 
to question Mrs. Seymour, but the 
committee, foreseeing complica- 
tions, did not encourage her. 

Mrs. Seymour had records to 
show that $59,352.48 had been col- 
lected for this Pinchot dry fund in 
1923 and $50,964.30 in 1924, She 
had heard some of it was spent for 
‘investigations on the alcohol bill.” 

“And you don’t know how much 
he spent?”’ asked Senator Reed.

sides of the chamber. It would 
have placed control of the applica- 
tion of the equalization fee in the 


hands of the majority of the pro- 
ducers of the commodity involved 
and provided that operations in a 
particular commodity could not 
commence if the members of the 
board representing land bank dis- 
tricts producing more than 50 per 
cent of the crop objected. 

During the debate Senator Sim. 
mons, Democrat, North Carolina, a 
supporter of the bill, assailed Sec- 
fetary Mellon for his letter to mem- 
bers of the House advising against 
its passage.

Officer’s Widow Sins Earl 
for Libel; Charges Hus- 
band Was Poisoned. 


CASE MAY BE DISMISSED 


London, June 21 (A. P.).—<A 
libel suit of extraordinary charac- 
ter has been brought against Ear! 
Winterton, under-secretary of state 
for India, by Mrs. Travers Edward 
Madden, whose husband, a major in 
the British army, she alleges was 
poisoned while he was serving as 
comptroller of palaces of the Indian 
maharajah of Alwar. 

The case came up in the court of 
king’s bench today before Judge 
Horridge, and Mrs. Madden was her 
own attorney. She charged that 


the poison was given to her late 
husband by a woman employed by 
the maharajah; that the Indian au- 
thorities-had hushed the matter up 
and confiscated her husband’s prop- 
erty and that Earl Winterton, in a 
letter to Josiah Wedgwood, a mem- 
ber of parliament, had suggested 
her mind was unhinged. 

This letter, she pleaded, consti- 
tuted libel. She claimed damages 
to the amount of £5,000. Winter- 
ton’s letter had been sent to her by 
Colonel Wedgewood, to whom she 
had appealed for an investigation of 
her husband s death. It said: ‘‘The 
facts seem to be that Mrs. Madden 
has become slightly unhinged are a 
result of brooding over the death of 
her husband, who, I gather, was not 
an altogether estimable character.”’

| Reading, Winterton and others, 
couched in rather irrelevant lan- 
guage, bringing charges of all kinds 
against the maharajah, famous for 
his vast wealth, was introduced.

ington; an appropriation to con- 
struct and maintain a white bath- 
ing beach in Anacostia park, near 
the Eastern High school. 


Grading of Strects Urged. 


An appropriation for the removal 
of the public comfort station at Fif- 
teenth street and Maryland avenue 
northeast to a more suitable loca- 
tion in that vicinity; an appropria- 
tion to complete the grading of New 
York avenue and U street. from 
Flori@a avenue to Bladensburg 
road: an appropriation for the in- 
stallation of modern electric lamps 
on Florida avenue, from North 
Capitol street, east along Eighth 
street and on all streets in the 
northeast section that are traversed 
by street cars; an appropriation for 
the opening and grading of Nine- 
teenth street, from East Capitol |

Seventh to Get Medal. 


Lieut. Comdr. Byrd is the scventh 
man and the fourth American te 
receive the Hubbard medzez! for ex- 
traordinary achievement in explora- 
tion and geography. Those who 
have received them are Admiral 
Robert E. Peary in 1906; Capt. Ro- 
ald Amundsen in 1907; Gyove Karl 
Gilbert and Capt. Robert A. Bart- 
lett, 1909; Sir Ernest Shackleton in 
1910, Vihljalmur Stefannson in 
1919. 

The medal has centered, on its 
front face, the world in relief as 
viewed from the north pole, the 
pole being indicated by a sapph{re 
set in gold. A line shows the route 
of the flight from Spitzbergen and 
over the top of the medal are the 
words, ‘“‘The Hubbard Medal.” 


Inscription on Medal. 


At the bottom is a small seal of 
the National Geographic society 
flanked by sprays of laurel] leavés 
and on the reverse side, beneath a 
relief of the pole-flying plane, the 
inscription: ‘“‘Awarded by the Na- 
tional Geographic society to 
Commander Richard Evelyn Byrd, 
jr.. U. S. N., for his epochal 
achievement in first reaching the 
north pole by airplane, 9th Maf, 
1926.” Underneath this are the 
navy symbols, an anchor betweesg 
two stars. 

The gold medal to be awarded 
Aviation Pilot Floyd Bennett, 
Lieut. Comdr. Byrd’s filght com- 
panion, will have on its face the 
same center design and will bear 
on its reverse the following in- 
scription, “Awarded by the Na- 
tional Geographic society to Floyd 
Bennett, aviation pilot, U. 8. N., for 
his distinguished service in flying 
to the north pole with Commander 
Richard Evelyn Byrd, jr., 9th May, 
1926.”
